Pretrial conferences are scheduled for Richard P. Rogers, 
Willie Carson, Mark Dan Kilbum, David Turner, Robbie Allen 
and Ricky Farler. 

Arraignments are scheduled for Casondra Bray, Billy J. Chatt, 
Joshua Charles and Judy S. McIntosh.

Police and jail authorities were still searching Tuesday to the woods near Clayshole. Shots were fired at the officers 
for a Breathitt County man who escaped from the Three Forks and a gun battle ensued between them and an unknown shooter. 




Regional Jail Sunday evening. 

According to Jail Administrator Harvey Pelfrey, Leslie 
Southwood apparently climbed a 12-foot tall metal pole in the 
exercise yard, cleared the razor wire and jumped free around 
6:30 p. m. on Sunday. “He’s as limber as a dish rag,” Pelfrey 
said of Southwood. 

Kentucky State Police said that Southwood, 47 of Clayhole, 
is considered dangerous due to “previous altercations with law 
enforcement involving weapons.” 

Southwood was serving 20 years for a probation violation. 
He was originally convicted of a 2008 arson. His probation 
violation stemmed from being arrested in Perry County in May 
for DUI, carrying a concealed deadly weapon and possession 
of a controlled substance. 

While police were pursuing Southwood they followed him in 


Jeffery Lynn Southwood, a brother to Leslie Southwood, was 
shot and killed during the shootout. Breathitt County news 
accounts said at the time that it was unclear which Southwood 
was shooting at police. 

Earlier this month, Southwood was sentenced to a year for 
assaulting his mother, Katherine Southwood in February. She 
said he had hit her in the face several times, hit other parts of 
her body and shoved her. She said she fied from him on an 
ATV because he was in possession of a handgun. 

At the time of his escape, Southwood was wearing a white 
T-shirt and orange jail-issued pants. He might have had pajama 
pants on underneath. 

Monday, he was tracked to a railroad track where he might 
have jumped a train.

Jobless rate climbs 


J^ee County’s unemployment rate jumped a half of a percent¬ 
age point from April to May, according to the Kentucky Office 
of Employment and Training. The May rate of 12 percent is 
up from April’s 11.5 percent. The jobless rate in May 2010 
was also 12 percent. 

Most of the other counties in the Kentucky River area saw 
declines from April to May. The counties and their April and 
May rates are: Breathitt - 10.8 percent to 10.4 percent, Knott 
-11.7 percent to 11 percent, Leslie - 12.9 percent to 12.5 
percent, Letcher 10.2 percent to 9.9 percent, Owsley - 11.5 
percent to 11.2 percent. Perry - 10.2 percent to 9.7 percent, 
and Wolfe - 12 percent to 12.3 percent. 

Fayette County recorded the lowest unemployment rate in 
May at 7.3 percent. Jackson County’s 17.4 percent was the 
highest. 

Unemployment statistics are based on estimates and are 
compiled to measure trends rather than actually to count people 
working. They do not include unemployed people who did not 
look for employment during the period.

As we look toward next 
week and Independence Day, 
it’s easy to take our lifestyle 
for granted. If you don’t like 
what I’m doing as your state 
representative, you’re free to 
call me up or write me a letter 
and tell me so. You can even 
get in your car and come to 
Frankfort and protest in the 
Capitol Rotunda - and plenty 
of people do that every year. 

Billions of people around 
the world face prison or even 
execution for protesting their 
government’s actions, how¬ 
ever. One of the key freedoms 
our military men and women 
in the Middle Bast are fighting 
for is citizens’ ability to take an 
active role in their government 
instead of rule by dictators.

Banks Program 


Most adults and chil¬ 
dren in Kentucky are not 
eating enough fruits and 
vegetables, and low¬ 
er-income households 
consume even less pro¬ 
duce than higher-in- 
come households. In 
response, the Kentucky 
Association of Food 
Banks today launched 
its Farms to Food Banks 
program to increase ac¬ 
cess to fresh produce 
among Kentucky’s low- 
income households. 

With a grant of 
$ 163,000 from the Ken¬ 
tucky Agricultural De¬ 
velopment Fund and 
matching funds pro¬ 
vided by the Walmart 
Foundation, the Asso¬ 
ciation is purchasing 
surplus and number-2 
grade produce, or pro¬ 
duce that is fresh and 
edible but which is not 
sold on the retail market 
because of minor blem¬ 
ishes or size discrepan¬ 
cies. The produce is 
being distributed free- 
of-charge to individu¬ 
als in need throughout 
Kentucky. The Farms 
to Food Banks program 
provides nutritious pro¬ 
duce to hungry Kentuck¬ 
ians and new income for 
Kentucky’s farmers. 

“Our local farms are 
our best resource for 
acquiring quality nutri¬ 
tional foods, but unfor¬ 
tunately access to these 
foods is sometimes out 
of reach to struggling 
Kentucky families,” 
said First Lady of Ken¬ 
tucky Jane Beshear. 
“Farms to Food Banks is 
an exceptional program 
that aids both Kentucky 
farmers and families by 
providing low-income 
households with pro¬ 
duce that would oth- 
erwise go unsold. The 


Kentucky Agricultural 
Development Board is 
so pleased to support 
this program in its ef¬ 
fort to diversify and 
modernize Kentucky’s 
farm economy.” 

According to Feed¬ 
ing America’s Map the 
Meal Gap report, over 
700,000 households in 
Kentucky experience 
food insecurity, mean¬ 
ing they do not always 
know where they will 
find their next meal.

“Because fresh pro¬ 
duce is often more ex¬ 
pensive than items such 
as ramen noodles and 
bread, many of our cli¬ 
ents are forced to subsist 
on a diet that is high in 
empty calories and low 
in nutrient-rich fresh 
fruits and vegetables,” 
said Tamara Sandberg, 
Executive Director of 
the Kentucky Associa¬ 
tion of Food Banks. 
“We are thrilled to be 
able to help increase ac¬ 
cess to nutritious fruits 
and vegetables among 
low-income house¬ 
holds while supporting 
Kentucky’s agricultural 
community.” 
Twenty-three kinds of 
Kentucky-grown pro¬ 
duce are included in the 
program, ranging from 
apples to zucchini. The 
Kentucky Association 
of Food Banks pur¬ 
chases produce directly 
from farmers and also 
through produce auc¬ 
tions. Currently Bath 
County Produce Auc¬ 
tion in Owingsville, 
Capstone Produce Mar¬ 
ket in Campbellsburg, 
Hart County Produce 
Auction in Munford- 
ville, and Lincoln 
County Produce Auc¬ 
tion in Crab Orchard are 


participating. 

“The producers I 
work with are excit¬ 
ed about the Farms to 
Food Banks Program,” 
said David Neville, 
Manager/Auctioneer 
of Capstone Produce 
Market. “No one wants 
to plow under a bunch 
of produce that can’t 
be sold at the end of the 
growing season; they 
would much rather get 
a fair price for it and 
help recoup costs, es¬ 
pecially knowing that 
their neighbors who are 
struggling to feed their 
families will benefit 
from the fruits of the 
labors.” 

Lexington-based 
God’s Pantry Food 
Bank ran a successful 
pilot of the program in 
its 50-county service 
area in 2009 and 2010 
with support from the 
Kentucky Agricultural 
Development Fund. 

The Association is 
now taking the program 
state-wide and plans to 
distribute over 400,000 
pounds of produce pur¬ 
chased from at least 150 
different farmers this 

growing season.

The Kentucky Asso¬ 
ciation of Food Banks 
is comprised of seven 
Feeding America food 
banks that reach all 120 
counties of Kentucky 
and serve an estimated 
1 in 7 of all Kentuck¬ 
ians annually.

Service on Friday, July 15^^ 
will start at 6:00pm with a flag 
folding ceremony performed 
by several local eagle scouts 
followed by a brief worship 
service with special music 
and The Lords Supper. On 
Saturday, July 16^^, service 
will start at 2:00pm where 
visiting former pastors will 
be in attendance.

C. Jones (1958-1961), Ernest

Pastor James “Jimmy” Over¬ 
bee and the entire congrega¬ 
tion of Beattyville Baptist 
Church invite local and out 
of town members along with 
friends from the surrounding 
communities to attend any or 
all of these services as they 
celebrate what God has done 
in midst these past 150-years. 
They will also be celebrating 
the 400-year anniversary of 
the King James Bible. 

I n Beattyville Baptist 
Church’s 150-year history, 40 
different preachers have left 
their mark on the church and 
community. The church stands 
as a testimony that it is an in¬ 
stitution favored of God which 
has held steadfast though ev¬ 
ery world war since the Civil 
War, and every technological 
advance since the telephone. 
Like many other old churches 
in the community, Beattyville 
Baptist Church has long ex¬ 
isted because it has “ever 
remained faithful.” 

Shortly after the beginning 


of the Civil War, 12 members 
led by Pastor Smith V. Potts 
pledged their covenant of faith 
on July 15, 1861 and became 
Beattyville Baptist Church. 
In 1894, the church was ad¬ 
mitted into the Boone Creek 
Association where they asked 
for $1,500 to erect a house 
of worship. Church minutes 
reveal that on April 4, 1896, 
the congregation of 90 mem¬ 
bers held service for the flrst 
time in their new building. On 
February 14,1958 it burned to 
the ground and was replaced a 
year later on top of Proctor Hill 
on Route 11. 

Beattyville Baptist Church 
serves as a powerful use for 
good by starting missions in 
Lower Creek, Lyman Creek, 
and Vision Baptist Church 
of Wolfe County. It has also 
sponsored the completion of 
over 17 Eagle Scouts since 
chartering Boy Scout Troop 
84 in 1992.
